United States District .Judge 
James H. Wilkerson will announce 
his sentence June 30, and Capone 
will then go to a Federal prison, 
probably Leavenworth, to serve his 
term, which, it is expected, will 
be two and one-half years, with a 
fine of not more than $10,000.

BATTLESHIP ARKANSAS EN 
ROUTE TO COPENHAGEN, June 
16.—The battleship Wyoming towed 
Sir Hubert ‘Wilkins’ disabled Arctic 
submarine Nautiius through a 
heavy rain storm and fog today to- 
ward Queenstown, Ireland, where 
the submarine will be repaired. 

The Nautilus became disabled 
Sunday. Messages between the 
submarine and the Wyoming today 
said the submarine’s engines were 
still disabled and that the battle- 
ship’s speed was cut down by heavy 
weather. 

Midshipmen from the United 
States Naval Academy at Annap- 
olis, on the annual training cruise, 
braved a driving rain to sight the 
submarine from the decks or the 
warships. Among them was Mid- 
shipman Danenhower, son of Com- 
mander Danenhower of the Nautil- 
us. 

Intercepted messages said the 
Nautilus crew were all well. They 
used the periscope to keep sight of 
the Wyoming. The battleship kept 
searchlights on the submarine 
throughout the night.

It has been their re- 
sponse with tender remem- 
brance to a kindly and gentle 
| spirit. As future years come and 
go, each of them will be marked 
by gatherings here of his friends 
and the people of a grateful 
democracy, for democracy has 
ever paid respect and tribute to 
those who have given her serv- 
ice. 

Warren G. Harding came 
from the people. Born just at 
the close of the Civil War. it 
became his responsibility to lead 
a republic in a period of recon- 
struction from another great 
war in which our democracy 
had again demonstrated its un- 
alterable yresolve to withstand 
encroachment. upon 4Yts inde- 
pendence and to deserve the re- 
spect of the world. 

Burdens War Imposed. 

Great as are the problems of 
the conflict, the burdens of 
statesmanship are equally diffi- 
cult in the rehabilitation of so- 
cial and economic life after the 
dislocations of war. Above all, 
the burden is heavy in compos- 
ine the hates and prejudices 
which semolder and threaten long 
after the formal documents of 
peace are signed.’ 


As the aftermath of war. our 
national finances were disor- 
ganized, taxes overwhelming, 
agriculture and business were 
prostrate and unemployment 
widespread. Our country was 
torn with injustices to those ra- 
cial groups of our own citizens 
descended from the enemy na- 
tions. Vfolent bitterness had 
arisen over the treaty of Ver- 
saillts. 


These evil spirits aroused by 
war, augmented by inestimable 
losses. deep animosities, the dis- 
locations of industry, the vast 
unemployment in a world stil! 
armed and arming. confronted 
Warren G. Harding. He brought 
to the office of President a long 
experience in nublic affairs, to- 
gether with the character and 
enirit of which the republic was 
then in need, His was a mind 
and character fitted for a t 
where the one. transcendent 
need was the healing quality of 
gentieness and friendliness. 

It was his mission to compose 
prejudices and conflicts at home. 
to lessen the threats of renewed 
wars through the world. He 
succeeded in those tasks. When 
in two years he died, new peace 
treaties had heen made in terms 
Which won the support of our 
peéple; tranquillity had been re- 
stored at home: employment 
had heen renewed and a Jone 
period of prosperity had begun 


The Arms Conference. 


And he succeeded further. 
The Washington arms confer- 
ence for the reduction and lim- 
itation of battleships identified 
his administration with the first 
step in history toward the dis- 


armament of the world. That 
step was accompanied by the 
momentous treaties which §re- 


stored good will among the na- 
tions bordering upon the Pacific 
Ocean and gave to all the world 
inestimable blessings of peace 
and security. 


The new and changing prob- 
lems of later years have not ob- 
scured the many other con- 
structive acts of his administra- 
tion. The reorganization and 
reduction of the public debt, the 
reduction in taxation, the crea- 
tion of the budget system, the 
better organization of industry 
and development, new services 
to agriculture, the  establish- 
ment of a permanent-system of 
care for disabled veterans and 
their dependents—are but some 
of the enlightened measures 
which he Inspired and advanced. 

But this is neither the time 
nor the place in historic retro- 
spect to catalogue his many 
services to our country. They 
will be recorded and gratefully 
remembered by his countrymen. 

Harding the Man. 

Our thoughts today turn to 
the man himself. My first meet- 
ing with Warren Harding ever 
lingers in my memory. It was 
during the war and in a time 
of the greatest strain and 
anxiety. Late one evening the

then Senator Harding, whom I 
had never met, came to my of- 
fice. When he was announced 
there flashed into my mind the 
thought that here was some 
complaint or a request for some 


appointment, Instead t Sena; 
tor said simply: “I Have not 
come to get anything. I just 


want you to know that, if you 
wish the help of a friend, tele- 
phone me what you want. I am 
here to serve and to help.” That 
statement, I came to learn, was 
typical of him, I refer to it 
now because it reveals the na- 


ture of the man.

I was one of those who ac- 
companied the late President on 
his fateful trip across the con- 
tinent and to Alaska. He had 
wished to learn from the peo- 
ple their needs and to translate 
to them his own aspirations. 
Those who were his companions 
on that journey realized full 
well that he had overstrained 
even his robust strength in the 
gigantic task which confronted 
him during the previous two 
years. 


Great Disillusionment. 


And we came also to know 
that here was a man whose soul 
was being seared by a great 
disillusionment. We saw him 
gradually weaken not only from 
physical exhaustion but from 
mental anxiety. Warren Hard- 
ing had a dim realization that 
he had been betrayed by a few 
of the men whom he had trust- 
ed, by men whom .he had be- 
lieved were his devoted friends. 
It was later proved in the courts 
of the land that these men had 
betrayed not alone the friend- 
ship and trust of their stanch 
and loyal friend but they had 
betrayed their country. That 
was the tragedy of the life of 
Warren Harding. 


There are disloyalties and 
there are crimes which shock 
our/ sensibilities, which may 
bring suffering upon those who 
aye touched by their immediate 
r¢sults. But there is no disloy- 
ty and no crime in all the 
ategory of human weaknesses 
which compares with the fail- 
ure of probity in the conduct of 
public trust. Monetary loss or 
even the shock to the moral 
sensibilities is perhaps a pass- 
ing thing, but the 


breaking, 


down of the faith of a people \ 


in the honesty of their Govern- 
ment and in the integrity of 
their Anstitutions, the lowering 
of respect for the standards of 
honor which prevail in high 
places are crimes for which 
punishment can never atone. 


His Self-Revelation. 


Warren Harding gave his life 
in worthy accomplishment for 
his country. He was a man of 
delicate sense of honor, or sym- 
pathetic heart, of transcendent 
gentleness of soul — who 
reached out for friendship, who 
gave of it loyally and generously 
in his every thought and deed. 
He was a man of passionate 
patriotism. He was a man of 
deep religious feeling. He was 
devoted to his fellow men. No 
revelation of his character can 
equal that of his own- words 
just before his death. They 
were a part Of@bis last public 
statement. I quote: 


“We need less of sectarianism, 


less of denominationalism, less 
of fanatical zeal and its exac- 
tions, and more of the Christ 
spirit, more of the Christ prac- 
tice, and a new and abiding 
consecration and reverence for 
God. I am a confirmed opti- 
mist as to the growth of the 
spirit of brotherhood. * * * We 
do rise to heights at times when 
we look for the good rather 
than the evil in others, and give 
consideration to the views of 
all. The inherent love of fel- 
lowship is banding men togeth- 
er, and when envy and suspicion 
are vanquished, fraternity re- 
cords a triumph and brother- 
hood brings new blessings to 
men and to peoples * * * 
Christ was the Prince of Peace. 
and we who seek to render His 
name glorious must move in the 
ways of peace and brotherhood 
and loving service.” 

He gave his life in that spirit 
and in that spirit we pay tribute 
to his memory.

COOLIDGE’S SPEECH. 
M Fellow Citizens: In behalf 

of the Harding Memorial 
Association, I formally aecept 


‘this stately monument erected to 


the memory of Warren Gamaliel 
Harding, the twenty-ninth Pres- 
ident of the United States. It is 
-fittingly located in the. city 
where he.so long made his home 
among the heighbors and 
friends whom he loved and who 
joved him. In his absence, his 
fondest thoughts constantly 
turned in this direction, Here 
above all other places he would 
wish his last.resting place to be 
located, where he has found 
peace in surroundings that will 
be a constant reminder of him. 
In the future years not even a 
stranger could approach this 
shrine without some sense of 
that charming cordiality that 
could not be described, but was 
always felt by all who came in 
contact with him, 


His social graces, however, 
were only an appropriate set- 
ting for a strong and rugged 
personality. He was not taken 
from obscurity and raised by 
fate to the White House. He 
won his place in public life step 
by step. For years a newspaper 
publisher and editor, meantime 
a State Senator, a Lieutenant- 
Governor, a United States Sen- 
ator, chairman of the national! 
Republican convention in 1916— 
this was the solid and substan- 


‘ tal groundwork of experience 


in public service by which he fit- 
ted himself for the office of 
President of this republic. Nor 
was he unknown to the people. 
He had ranged far and wide as 
the principal speaker at many 
banquets, and the orator of the 
day on many public occasions. 
To whatever position he was 
called he demonstrated his 
power by work done. 


When a Crisis Calis. 


It often has been remarked 
that when a particular crisis in 
human affairs has required a 
certain type of ability to meet 
it, the right man has appeared. 
Whether this is because the 
times call the man or hecause 
there are latent powers in all of 
us which give those who become 
charged with responsibility the 
ability to respond by rising 


. 


above themselves, it is impossi- 


ble to decide. Perhaps it is 
enough to know that when the 
world has a work to do some- 
one appears who is able to do it. 

It seems as though President 
Harding was preeminently fit- 
ted to serve the country in the 
disturbed and distraught period 
following the war. He had 
experience and ability, courage 
and patience, combined with a 
generous toleration and cheerful 
optimism that insptred  confi- 
dence. He had a natural gift 
of expression which he had de- 
veloped into an art. He under- 
stood the people and the people 
understood him. In composing 
a situation, in pacifying men, 
he was a master. 


Those qualities which were so 
much needed in our own coun- 
try and in the world he brought 
to the presidential office. When 
he began his term our do- 
mestic situation was chaotic. 
Credit was over-extended. Com- 
modity prices h-d experienced 
& perpendicular decline. Un- 
employment was extensive. Ag- 
riculture was prostrate. The 
national debt was enormous, 
War taxes prevailed. Govern- 
ment expenses were heavy. Att 
kinds, of business were in dis- 
tress, 


Our foreign relations were 
precarious. We had rejected 
the treaty of Versailles but we 
had not made peace. We were 
engaged, in building the great- 
est navy in the world. The 
islands in the Pacific Ocean 
were a source of friction. Eu- 
rope looked on us with sus- 
picion. 


Two Years of Congress. 

To deal with these problems 
President Harding summoned 
the Congress and kept it in ses-. 
sion for nearly two years. The 
credit stringency was relieved 
by reviving the War Finance 
Corporation. Our markets were 
protected by enacting an emer- 
gency tariff law. Labor was 
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Harding Tomb 


protected by restricting immi- 
gration. A budget bureau was 
established and a system of rigid 
economy was adopted. To dis- 
charge our obligations to ex- 
service-men the Veterans’ Bu- 
reali was organized. A new in- 
ternal revenue law reduced tax- 
es hundreds of millions of dol- 
lars annually. A permanent 
tariff bill gave protection to our 
markets in harmony with the 
néw conditions of world trade. 
Surplus war materials and 
treasury assets were converted 
into cash to pay expenses and 
reduce debts.. Several billions 
of short term governmental ob- 
ligations were paid or refunded. 
The shipping business and the 
railroad administration were put 
in the way of liquidation. 
While these measures were 


being adopted for our domestic’ 


benefit settlements of even 
greater magnitude were being 
made in the foreign field. Peace 
treaties were negotiated with 
those with whom we had been 
at war. A long standing dif- 
ference with Colombia was gen- 
erously composed. Diplomatic 
relations were resumed with 
Mexico. A commission was ayp- 
pointed under authority of the 
Congress to negotiate a settle- 
ment of our foreign debts under 
which an agreement was speed- 
ily made with Great Britain. 


The Placing of Credit. 


In spite of a universally gen- 
uine desire f- : peace, the world 
was engaging in a competitive 
race in armaments which was @ 
source of expense and suspicivun. 
To relieve humanity from this 
increasing menace, President 
Harding called the historic 
Washington conference on the 
limitation of armaments. A pre-« 
liminary treaty was drafted for 
the present and future settle- 
ment of differences among the 
many international interests in 
the Pacific Ocean. The British 
and Japanese alliance was 
terminated. The five’ great 
maritime Powers then entered 
into a solemn covenant limitiry 
most of.the different types of 
warships in respect to number, 
tonnage and armaments. When 
that treaty was signed it 
marked an epoch in history. 


Such in barest outline are 
some of the policies adopted un- 
der the leadership of President 
Harding for the restoration of 
the United States and the paci- 
‘fication of the world. Under 
this benign influence trade re- 
vived and a better international 
understanding prevailed. He 
would be the last to claim all 
the credit for these accomplish- 
ments. He had the loyal and 
patriotic co-operation of public 
men within and without his own 
party. All he could do through 
governmental agencies was to 
proceed in harmony with sound 
economic laws which would 
strengthen and suppor the re- 
cuperative power of the people 
in working out their own busi- 
ness revival. He had the ad- 
vantage too of the deeply inter- 
ested and watchful care of a 
wife who was ever devoted to 
his welfare and shared with him 
his burdens. No record of his 
work would satisfy him which 
failed to recegnize the helpful 
influence of Mrs. Harding, who 
sleeps here by his side. 


Frequently he asserted that 
he desired his administration to 
be an era of good understand- 
ings Conflicts between the Gov- 
ernment and business he be- 
lieved should be removed. Dif- 
ferences between capital and 
labor he wished to see adjusted. 
There was no room in his broad 
Sympathy for any taint of sec- 
tionalism. But chiefly he was 
determined to use his great of- 
fice to the full extent of its 
powers to prevent future wars. 
He was for good understanding 
among nations. His vision was 
broad. His Statesmanship was 
inclusive. It would be difficult 
to find any peace time period 
of a little over two years when 
sO much that was beneficial was 
accomplished as during his ad- 
ministration. 

Before he could see the full 
fruition of his policies fate 
brought him to a tragic end, 
AS we can now realize the wis- 
dom of the foundation which 
he laid, we are consoled by the 
thought that for some reason 
we cannot fathom his work was 
done, his course was finished 
he was gathered to hig fathers, 
to rest in the peace which ie 
had desired so fervently to be- 
stow upon all humamty,

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MACDONALD ACCEPTS 
LUBERAL AMENDMENT 


Laborite Prime Minister Staves 
Off Crisis Over Snowden’s 
Land Tax Bill.

LONDON, June 16,—The Mac- 
Donald Government today provi- 
sionally accepted the Liberal par- 
ty’s redrafted amendment to Chan- 
cellor Snowden’s proposed penny-a- 
pound land tax, averting what 
might have been a serious crisis. 
The acceptance is subject to reco-- 
sideration of certain details. 

Prime Minister MacDonald an- 
nounced his decision at a meeting 


of the parliamentary Labor party. 
He referred tm negotiations with 
thé Liberal leaders during the week 
and said they had redrafted the 
amendment in a form which the 
Government could accept subject 
to examination, and that therefore 
a crisid had been averted. 

The @mendment deals with meth- 

ods of assessing land under the 
land tax in connection with provi- 
sions of the income tax. 
It has been widely predicted that 
if- the Government yielded on the 
Liberal amendment it would lose 
Philip Snowden as Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. It appears now, 
however, that the Government not 
only has accepted the _ revised 
amendment but did so with Snow- 
den‘s consent, 

Snowden announced in Commons 
this afternoon that the Govern- 
ment had withdrawn, for the tir. e 
being at least, clause 19 of the land 
tax bil), and the Labor and Liberal 
chiefs were still conferring about 
its provisions. 

“TJ don’t want to inconvenience 
the opposition by discussing that 
clause this afternoon,” he said. 

The Liberals also had proposed 
an amendment to clause 20, but 
the tension was dissipated by the 
Government’s withdrawal of the 
preceding clause and the deputy 
chairman of committees ruled the 
amendment to clause 20 out of or- 
der at this time, contending that 
it had nothing to do with “relief’’ 
from taxation but rather altered 
the entire plan of assessing land 
for tax purposes. 

And then, while the Laborites 
guffawed, ‘the amendment which 
had been described as loaded with 
dynamite was tabled. 

It may come up again in the 
next two weeks.

PUTS COTTON FIRM 
INTO RECEIVERSHIP 


Petition for Court to Take 
Charge of Chester Knit- 
ting Mills Filed by Super- 
intendent. 


The Chester Knitting Mills, Inc., 
3860 Laclede avenue, which for- 
merly manufactured cotton hosiery | 
at nine piants before silk stockings 
became popular was placed in re- 
ceivership in Federal Court at 
Springfield, Ill., yesterday. 

The petition was fired by Willis 
A. Thorne, a stockholder and su- 
perintendent of the concern’s dye 
department. Thorne’s action was 
described as “friendly,” and for the 
purpose of giving J. Lee Gauen, 
president, and George W. Rodway, 
an. accountant, both of St. Louis, 
free hand in operating the compa- 
ny as receivers. Gauen and Rod- 
way were appointed receivers by 
Judge Fitzhenry on the recommen- 
dation of counsel in the case. 

The concern was formed in 1905 
with a small plant at Chester, Il. 
The business was successful, and 
thé firm was subsequently incor- 
porated for $1,000,000. Plants were 
established at Waterloo, Sparta, 
Pinckneyville, Effingham and 
Nashville, Ill., Rome, Ga., Charles 
City, Ia., and St. Louis, the head- 
quarters. Then came silk hosiery, 
and the accompanying decline in 
the demand for cotton stockings. 

Six of the plants were closed 
two jyears ago, and at present only 
three. at Waterloo, Chester, and 
St. Louis, are operating. Stock- 
holders have received no dividends 
for several years, according to 
Thorne. The company’s indebted- 
ness includes $86,697 in bills pay- 
able, and on July 1 the $13,050 
interest on the corporation's $435,- 
000 bonds will be defaulted. An 
additional $15,000 required for re- 
tirement of bonds coming due, and 
$2300 in taxes, will not be available 
either, Thorne states. The  out- 
standing common and preferred 
stock totals $836,600. 

Gauen stated today that he “be- 
lieves the firm will work out its fi- 
nancial difficulties.’’

His 
was one of the first cases brought 
under the Jones amendment to the 
Volstead act, providing a maximum 
penalty of 5 years imprisonment 
and a $10,000 fine. 

After he was sentenced, Ruler’s 
attorney appealed on the theory 
that the sentence was excessive. 
The United States Court of Appeals 
affirmed the sentence, but while 
the appeal was pending, Congress 
had passed an amendment to the 
Jones law,' defining definitely a 
commercial violation as opposed to 
a casual infraction of the liquor 
law. 

This amendment made the sale 
of less than a gallon of liquor @ 
misdemeanor punishable by a max- 
imum of six months in jail and a 
$500 fine, and provided a maximum 
of a $500 fine for possession. 

After the amendment was passed 
by Congress but before it was ap- 
proved by the President, Judge 
Davis adopted it as an expression 
of the intent of Congress, holding 
it was directed at major offenders 
instead of minor violators on first 
offenses. Ruler, a first offender, 
had pleaded guilty of selling two 
bottles of gin to prohibition agents,

TELLS GREDIT MEN 
UNWISE POLICIES 
LED TO DEPRESSION 


Economist Addresses Meet- 
ing—Cites -Over-Exten- 
sion of Charge Buying 
and Mismanagement. 


Unwise extension of credit 
through mismanagement was de- 
scribed as one of the primary 
causes “of the greatest business de- 
pression of all time,” by Dr. Clyde 
William Phelps, head of the de- 
‘partment of economics, University 
of Chattanooga, at the opening of 
the annual four-day conference of 
the National Retail Credit Associa- 
tion at Hotel Jefferson today. 

About 1000 members, rcpresent- 
ing retail firms and credit bureaus 
all over the country, are attending 
the meeting which is faced with 
the problem of determining wheth- 
er to tighten or broaden credit pol- 
icies. The association embraces the 
retail credit structure of the na- 
tion. 

“The highest duty of the credit 
man is to serve society by helping 
to control the business cycle 
through wise management of cred- 
it power,’ Dr. Phelps said, after 
pointing out business depression 
cannot take place unless there is 
undue expansion of credit, what- 
ever other causes may be involved | 
in the situation. 

“Obsolete Credit Men.” 

Too large a part of the country’s 
credit power, Dr. Phelps suid, rests 
with a “‘multitude of obsolete credit 
men,” who are not versed in scien- 
tific principles of credit procedure 
and lack knowledge of the funda- 
mentals of economics and the eco- 
nomics of business cycles. The 
growing importance of credit, he 
said, demands trained credit exec- 
utives. 


Credit men who lacked well 


grounded knowledge were unable 
to meet arguments for credit, Dr. 
Phelps said. 

“Under the goading of his own, 
enthusiastic, high-pressure sales- | 
men,” Dr. Phelps said, “the credit 
man gave way and played recreant'| 
to his duty to society. Credit was 
unwisely extended: inflation burst 
all bounds and the entire nation 
suffered because credit had been 
mismanaged by bungling, incompe- 
tent hands. This is an intolerable 
situation.” 

Have Faith, Says Woodlock. 

David R. Woodlock, manager- 
treasurer of the association, which 
has its general offices here, urged 
the members to hold fast to faith, 
courage and vision and “put money 
and credit to work in our exchange 
system so they will benefit all and. 
restore prosperity.” 

‘National assets today include 
possession of the world’s gold sup- 
ply, Woodlock said, establishment 
of savings account records, and 
120,000,000 potential customers 
who have set up ideals and stand- 
ards of living they will not change.” 
National liabilities he said, in- 


$800,000,000 treasury deficit, 6,000.,- 
000 unemployed customers, low col- 
lections, idle factories, and stocks at 
low lévels. 

Frank M. Mayfield, president of | 
Scruggs-Vandervoort-Barney Dry) 
Goods Co., spoke on “Let's Pian’ 
Our Work and Work Our Plan,”) 
stressing the necessity of each mer- 
chant contributing toward econom- 
ically sound distribution and out- 
lining some of the causes of the 
business depression. 

The economic aftermath of the 
World War, with high wages and 
heavy replacement demands, May- 
field said, cerated an era of “prof- 
itless prosperity.” 

Sound business methods were 
sacrificed in an attempt to obtain 
volume through advertising cam- 
paigns, high-pressure salesmanship. 
installment purchase plans and 
other devices, Mayfield said. 

Problems confronting retailers, 
however, are not necessarily caused 
by the depression, he said, but may 
be solved through better planning. 
budgeting expenses, improvements 
in the return goods policy, and con- 
trolling markdowns by controlling 
purchases.

Fear Factor in Situation, 


Fear and apprehension, whether 
their origins are domestic’ or for- 
eign, are very real, tangible, eco- 

nomic forces. Fear of loss of 
a job or uncertainty as to the 
future has caused millions of 
our people unnecessarily to re- 
duce their purchases of goods, 
thereby decreasing our produc- 
tion an employment. These 
uncertainties lead our bankers 
and business men to extreme 
caution, and in consequence a 
mania for liquidation has _ re- 
duced our stocks of goods and 
our credits far below any neces- 
sity. All these apprehensions 
and actions check enterprise and 
lessen our national activities. 


With no desire to minimize the 
realities of suffering or the stern 
task of recovery, we must ap- 
praise the other sile of this pic- 
ture. If we proceed with sanity, 
we must not look only at the 
empty hole in the middle of the 
doughnut. 


We must bear in mind at all 
times our marvelous resources in 
land, mines, mills, man power, 
brain power, and courage. Over 
95 per cent of our families have 
either an income or a breadwin- 
ner employed. Our people are 
working harder and are resolute- 
ly engaged, individually and col- 
lectively, in overhauling and im- 
proving their methods and serv- 
ices. That is the fundamental 
method of repair to the wreckage 
from our boom of two years ago; 
it is the remedy to the impacts 
from abroad. It takes time, but 
it is going on. Although fear 
has resulted in unnecessary re- 
duction in spending, yet these 
very reductions are piling up 
savings in our savings banks un- 
til today they are the largest in 
our history. Surplus money doeg 
not remain idle for long. Ulti- 
mately it is the most insistent 
promoter of enterprise and of op- 
timism. Consumption of retail 
goods in many lines is proceeding 
at a higher rate than last year. 
The harvest prospects indicate 
recovery from the drouth and in- 
creased employment in handling 
the crop. Revolutions in many 
countries have spent themselves, 
and stability is on the ascend- 
ancy. The underlying forces of 
recovery are asserting themselves. 

For the first time in history 
the Federal Government has tak- 
en an extensive and positive part 
in mitigating the effects of de- 
pression and expediting recovery. 
I have conceived that if we would 
preserve our democracy this 
leadership must take the part not 
of attempted dictatorship, but of 
organizing co-operation in the 
constructive forces of the com- 
munity and of stimulating every 
element of initiative and self-re- 
liance in the country. There is no 
sudden stroke of either govern- 
mental or private action which 
can dissolve these world difficul- 
ties; patient. constructive action 
in a multitude of directions is the 
strategy of success. This battle is 
upon a thousand fronts. 


What Government Has Done, 


I shall not detain you by long 
exposition of these very exten- 
sive activities of our Government 
for they are already well known. 
We have assurred the country 
from panic and its hurricane of - 
bankruptcy by co-ordinated aAc- 
tion between the Treasury, the 
Federal reserve system, the 
banks, the Farm Loan and Farm 
Board system. We have steadily 
urged the maintenance of wages 
and salaries, preserving Amer- 
ican standards of living, not alone 
for its contribution to consump- 
tion of goods, but with far great- 
er purpose of maintaining social 
good will through avoiding in- 
dustrial conflict with its suffer- 

ing and social disorder. 

We are maintaining organized 
co-operation with industry syste- 
matically to distribute the avail- 
able work so as to give income to 
as many families as possible. 

We have reversed the tradi- 
tional policy in depressions of re- 
ducing expenditures upon con- 
struction work. We are main- 
taining a steady expansion of ulti- 
mately needed construction work 
in co-operation with the states, 
municipalities ‘and industries. 
Over two billions of dollars is be- 
ing expended, and today a million 
men are being given 


| these enlarged activities. We have 
sustained the people in 21 states 
who faced dire disaster from the 
drouth. We are giving aid and 
support to the farmers in mar- 
keting their crops, by which they 
have realized hundreds of mil- 
lions more in prices than the 
farmers of any other country. 
Through the tariff we are saving 
our farmers and workmen from 
being overwhelmed with goods 
from foreign countries where, 
-even since our tariff was revised, 
Wages and prices have been re- 
duced to much lower levels than 
before. We are holding down 
taxation by exclusion of every 
possible governmental expendi- 
ture not absolutely essential or 
needed in increase of eniploy- 
ment or assistance to the farmers. 
We are rigidly excluding immi- 
gration until our own people are 
employed. The departures and 
deportations today actually ex- 
ceed arrivals. We are maintain- 
ing and will maintain systematic 
voluntary organization in the 
community in aid of employment 
and care for distress. There are 
a score of other directions in 
which co-operation is organized 
and stimulation given. We pro- 
pose to go forward with these 
major activities and policies. We 
will not be diverted from them. 

By these and other measures 
which we shall develop as the oc- 
casion shall require, we shall 
keep this ship sterdy in the storm. 
We will prevent any unnecessary 
distress in the United States, and 
by the activitics and courage of 
the American people we will re- 
cover from the depression. 

How Leaders Have Aided. 

I would be remiss if I did not 
pay tribute to the business, in- 
dustrial, labor, and agricultural 
leaders for their remarkable spirit 

of co-operation. Their action is 

magnificent proof of the funda- 
mental progress of American in- 
stitutions, of our growth in social 
and economic understanding, of 
our sense of responsibility, and 
of human brotherhood. 

Leaders of industry have co- 
Operated in an extraordinary de- 
gree to maintain employment and 
sustain our standards of living. 
There have been exceptions, but 
they represent asmall per cent of 
the whole. Labor has co-operated 
in prevention of conflict in giv- 
ing greater effort and consequent- 
ly in reducing unit costs. We 
have had freedom from strikes, 
lockouts, and disorder unequaled 
even in prosperous times. We 
have made permanent gains in 
national solidarity. 

Our people can take justifiable 
pride that their united efforts 
have greatly reduced unemploy- 
ment, which would have other- 
wise been our fate: it is heavy, 
but proportionally it is less than 
one-half that of other industrial 
countries. Great as have been 
our difficulties, no man can con- 
trast them with our experiences 
in previous great depressions or 
with the condition of other im- 
portant industrial countries with- 
out a glow of pride in our Amer- 
ican system and a confidence in 
its future. 

While we are fostering the 
slow but positive processes of the 
healing of our economic wounds, 
our citizens are necessarily filled 
with anxiety, and in their anxiety 
there is the natural demand for 
more and more drastic action by 
the Federal Government. Many 
of their suggestions are sound and 
helpful. Every suggestion which 
comes within the proper author- 
ity and province of the executive 
is given most earnest considera- 
tion. We are, of course, confront- 
ed with scores of theoretical pan- 
aceas which, however well in- 
tended, would inevitably delay 
recovery. Some _ timid people, 
black with despair. have lost 
faith in our American system. 
They demand abrupt and positive 
change. Others have seized upon 
the opportunities of discontent to 
agitate for the adoption of eco- 
ndéinic patent medicines from for- 
eign lands. Others have indom- 
itable confidence that by some 
legerdemain we cz2n legislate our- 
selves out of a world-wide de- 
pression. Such views are as ac- 
curate as the belief we can exor- 
cise a Caribbean hurricane by 
statutory law. 

Against Detouring Capital. 

For instance, nothing can be 
gained in recovery of employment 
by detouring capital away from 
industry and coramerce into the 
treasury of the United States, 
either by taxes or loans, on the 
assumption that the Government 
can create more employment by 
use of these funds than can indus- 
try and commerce itself. While 
I am a strong advocate of expan- 
sion of useful public works in 
hard times, and we have trebled 
our Federal expenditure in aid 
to unemployment, yet there are 
limitations upon the application 

_of this principle, Not only must 
we refrain from robbing industry 
and commerce of its capital, and 
thereby increasing unemploy- 
ment, but such works require 
long engineering and legal inter- 
ludes before they produce actual 
employment. Above all, schemes 
of public works which have no 
reproductive value would result 
in sheer waste. The remedy to 
economic depression is not waste, 
but the creation and distribution 
of wealth. 

It has been urged that the Fed- 
eral Government should abandon 
its system of employment agen- 
cies and should appropriate large 
sums to susbidize their establish- 
ment in other hands. I have re- 
fused to accept such schemes, as 
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~ that so representative an organ-

dow political organizations with 
the gigantic patronage of work- 
men’s jobs. That would bring 
about the most vicious tyranny 
ever set up in the United States. 
We have instead expanded_our 
Federal Government agencies 
which are on nonpolitical basis. 
They are of far greater service to 
labor. 

We have had one proposal! aft- 
er angther which amounts to a 
dole from the Federal Treasury. 
The largest is that of unemploy- 
ment insurance. I have long ad- 
vocated such insurance as an addi- 
tional measure of safety against 
rainy days, but only through pri- 
vate enterprise or through co- 
operation of industry and labor 
itself. The moment the Govern- 
ment enters into this field it in- 
variably degenerates into the 
dole. For nothing can withstand 
the political pressures which 
carry governments over this dan- 
gerous border. The net results 
of govérnmental doles are to 
lower wages toward the bare 
subsistence level and to endow 
the slacker. It imposes the in- 
justice of huge burdens upon 
farmers and other callings which 
receive no benefits. I am proud 


ization as the American Federa- 
tion of Labor has refused to ap- 
prove such schemes. 

There have been some com- 
plaints from foreign countries 
over the revision of our tariff 
and it is proposed that we can 
expedite recovery by another re- 
vision. Nothing would more pro- 
long the depression than a ses- 
sion of Congress devoted to this 
purpose. There are no doubt 
inequities and inequalities in 
some of our tariff rates; that is 
inherent in any congressional re- 
vision. But we have for the first 
time effective machinery in mo- 
tion through a Tariff Commis- 
sion with authority for any nec- 
essary rectification. And that 
machinery is functioning. 


Agricultural Readjustment. 

An analysis indicates that the 
large majority of these _toreign 
complaints are directed against 
added protection we have given 
to agriculture. I believe that 
some of these countries do not 
realize the profound hardship 
which they themselves—with no 
malevolent purpose—have im- 
posed on the American farmer. 
Improved machinery, the devel- 
opment of refrigeration, and 
cheapening of sea transportation 
have created for them great re- 
sources from their virgin lands 
and cheaper labor. As a result’ 
these coulhtries have taken profit- 
able export markets ,from_ the 
American farmer. There have 
been complaints from older na- 
tions who import a portion of their 
food products and export an- 
other portion. Yet these nations 
look upon their own agriculture 
as a way of life and as vital to 
their national] security, and have 
long since adopted protective tar- 
iffs against the specia) farm prod- 
ucts of the United States. We 
do not reproach them, for we, 
too, look upon a healthy agri- 
culture as indispensable to the 
nation. The growth of our in- 
dustrial population will ultimate- 
ly absorb the production of our 
farmers, but our agriculture was 
attuned to the export business 
and is of necessity passing a pro- 
longed crisis in its shift to a do- 
meéstic basis. Our tariff had 
proved so low that our farmers 
were being crowded even from 
the domestic market in many 
products which by use as diversi- 
fication they can substitute to 
take up the slack In export busi- 
ness. From that condition we 
have given him protection, and 
we stand upon it. 

In this connection I noted 
with interest that the Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce in 
its recent meeting in Washing- 
‘ton in effect recommended to 
the world the adoption of this 
method of the American tariff, 
although it was not referred to 
by name. Our visitors found 
the American tariff act unique in 
the fieid of tariff legislation, as 
it defines the principle of our 
tariff by law. That is the dif- 
ference in cost of production at 
home and abroad. They found 
in our new Tariff Commission the 


| creation of @ tribunal open to 


every interested party empow- 
ered and ready to deal with any 
variations from this principle. 
They found a tariff without dis- 
criminations among nations. 
They recommended universal 
adoption of similar principles. 
Indeed, such a coursé would 
greatly modify tariffs in general. 
It would promote the commerce 
of the world by removing dis- 
criminations, preferences and 
uncertainties. 

But it is not my purpose upon 
this occasion to discuss the rela- 
tions of our many economic 
problems to the problems of oth- 
er natigns. I am not unmindful 
of our responsibilities or our vital 
interest in their welfare. The 
very first service to them must 
be to place our own house in or- 
der; to restore our own domes- 
tic prosperity. It is from in- 
creases in our reservoir of eco- 
nomic strength that has and 
must come our contribution to 
the development and recovery of 
the world. From our prosperity 
comes our demand for their 
goods and raw materials. A pros- 
perous United States is the begin- 
ning of a prosperous world. 

Lessons to Be Learned. 

With industry as well as agn- 
culture we are concerned not 
merely in the immediate prob- 
lems of the depression. From 
the experience of this depression 
will come not only a greatly 
sobered and more efficient eco- 
nomic system than we possessed 
two years ago but a greater 
knowledge of its weaknesses as 
well as a greater intelligence in 
correcting them. When the time 
comes that we can look at this 
depression objectively it will be 
our duty searchingly to examine 
every phase of it. 

We can already observe some 
directions to which endeavor 
must be pointed. For iastance, 
it is obvious that the Federal 
Reserve System was inadequate 
to prevent a large diversion of 
capital and bank deposits from 
commercial and industrial busi- 
ness into wasteful speculation 
and stock promotion. It is obvi- 
ous our banking system must be 
organized to give greater protec- 
tion to depositors against fail- 
ures. It is equally obvious that 
we must determine whether the 
facilities of our security and com- 
modity exchanges are not being 
used to create illegitimate spec- 
ulation and intensify depressions. 
It is obvious that our taxes upon 
capital gains viciously promote 
the booms and just as viciously 
intensify depressions. In order 
to avoid taxes, real estate and 
stocks are withheld from the 
market in times of rising prices, 
and for the same reason large 
quantities are dumped on the 
market in times of depression. 
The experiences of this depres- 
sion indeed demand that the na- 
tion carefully and deliberately 
reconsider the whole national 
and local problem of the inci- 
dence of taxation. The undue 
proportion’ of taxes which falls 
upon farmers, home owners and 
all real-property holders as com- 
pared to other forms of wealth 
and income demands real relief. 
There are far wider questions of 
our social and economic life 
which this experience will il- 
luminate. We shall know much 
more of the method of still fur- 
ther advance toward stability, se- 
curity and wider diffusion of the 
benefits of our economic system. 
Proposes an “ Plan.” 

We have many citizens insist- 
ing that we produce an advance 
“plan” for the future develop- 
ment of the United States. They 
demand that we produce it right 
now. I presume the “plan” idea 
is an infection from the slogan 
of the “five-year plan’ through 
which Russia is struggling to re- 
deem herself from the 10 years 
of starvation and misery. I am 
able to propose an American plan 
to you. We plan to take care of 
20,000,000 increase in population 
in the next 20 years. We plan 
to build for them 4,000,000 new 
and better homes,, thousands of 
new and still more “beautiful city 
buildings, thousands of factories; 
to increase the capacity of our 
railways; to add thousands of 
miles of highways and water- 
ways; to install 25,000,000 elec- 


trical horsepower;.to grow 30 
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per cent more farm products. We 
plan to provide new parks, 
schools, colleges and churches for 
this 20,000,000 people. We plan 
more leisure for men and wom- 
en and better opportunities for 
its enjoyment. We not only plan 
to provide for all the new gen- 
eration, but we shall, by sci€nti- 
fic research and invention, lift 
the standard of living and se- 
curity of life to the whole peo- 
ple. We plan ‘to secure a great- 
er diffusion of wealth, a de- 
crease in poverty, and a great re- 
duction in crime. And this plan 
will be carried out if we just 
keep on giving the American 
people a chance. Its impulsive 
force is in the character and 
spirit of our people. They have 
already done a better job for 
~120,000,000 people than any other 
nation in all history. 

Some groups believe this plan 
can only be carried out by~a fun- 
damental, a revolutionary change 
of method. Other groups believe 
that any system must be the out- 
growth of the character of our 
race, a natural outgrowth of our 
traditions; that we have estab- 
lished certain ideals over 150 
years upon which we must build 
rather than destroy. 

If we analyze the idéas which 
have been put forward for han- 
dling our great natfonal plan, 
they fall into two groups. The 
first is whether we ‘shall go on 
with our American system which 
holds that the major purpose of a 
state is to protect the people and 
to give them equality of oppor- 
tunity, that the basis of all happi- 
ness is in development of the in- 
dividual; that the sum of prog- 
ress can only be gaged by the 
progress of the individual; that 
we should steadily build up co- 
operation among the people 
to these ends. The other idea is 
that we shall directly or indirect- 
ly regiment the population into a 
bureaucracy to serve the state: 
that we should use force instead 
of co-operation in plans and 
thereby direct every man as to 
what he may or may not do. 

k of the People. 

These ideas present themselves 
in practical questions which we 
have to meet. Shall we abandon 
the philosophy and creed of our 
people for 150 years by turning to 
a creed foreign to our people? 
Shall we establish a dole from the 
Federal treasury? Shall we un- 
dertake Federal ownership and 
operation of public utilities in- 
stead of the rigorous regulation 
of them te prevent imposition? 
Shall we protect our people from 
the lower standards of living of 
foreign countries? Shall the 
Government, except in temporary 
national emergencies, enter upon 
business processes in competition 
with its citizens? Shall we regi- 
ment our people by an extension 
of the arm of bureaucracy into a 
multitude of affairs? 

The future welfare of our coun- 
try, so dear to you and to me for 
ourselves and our children, de- 
pends upon the answer given. 

Our immediate and paramount 
task as a people is to rout the 
forces of economic disruption and 
pessimism that have swept upon 
us. The exacting duty of gov- 
ernment in these times is by use 
of its agencies and its influence 
to strengthen our economic insti- 
tutions; by inspiring co-operation 
in the community to sustain good 
will and to keep our country free 
of disorder and conflict; by co- 
operation with the people to as- 
sure that the deserving shall not 
suffer; and by the conduct of 
government to strengthen’ the 
foundations of a better and 
stronger national life. These have 
been the objectives of my admin- 
istration in dealing with this, the 
greatest crisis the world has ever 
known. I shall adhere to them. 

If, as many believe, we have 
paassed the worst of this storm, 
future months will not be diffi- 
cult. If we shall be called upon 
to endure more of this period, we 
must gird ourselves to steadfast 
effort, to fail at no point where 
humanity calls or American 
ideals are in jeopardy.

Comptroller’s Examiner: of 

Assessments in Report to 
‘ermen Says St. Louis 

System Is Unscientific. 


St. Louis’ present system of as- 
sessing real estate for taxation was 


declared to be unscientific, and 
new methods were recommended, 
in a report made to the Board of 
Aldermen’s special committee on 
assessments, meeting yesterday, by 
E. G. Schubkegel, chief examiner 
of assessments in the Comptroller's 
office. 

Schubkegel, who accompanied 
Assessor Gehner on a visit of in- 
spection to Cleveland, Detroit, Chi- 
cago and St. Paul, a year and a 
half ago, to study the assessment 
rystems of those cities, cited the 
Cleveland and St. Paul methods in 
his recommendations for a new 
system here. He told also of his 
observation of the workings of the 
present plan here. 

“Under our present system,” he 
said, “many errors in bills have to 
be corrected, because of unscientific 
methods of assessment. 

Reputation for High Taxes. 

“In no community can it be 
taken for granted that the condi- 
tion of assessments is satisfactory 
in the absence of positive evidence 
to that effect. It has been demon- 
Strated repeatedly in American 
cities that almost any state of af- 
fairs can persist for years in an 
assessment system which has no 
known standards and no accepted 
rules. There are few cities, except 
those which have modernized their 
assessment systems, in which a 
careful review of assessments of 
particular pieces of property do not 
uncover the most startling inequali- 
ties. 

“Many cities bear an undeserved 
reputation for hign taxes, not be- 
cause their costs of government are 
excessive but because of inadequate 
and unscientific assessment  sys- 
tems, or because the burden of tax- 
ation is unequally borne, due to 
unequal assessments.” 

Full-value appraisals were de- 
clared by SchubkKegel to be a neces- 
sary basis of any scientific assess- 
ment system. Even if assessments 
are made on a part-value basis, he 
said, the full value must be de- 
termined first. A recent survey Dy 
the Bureau of Municipal Research 
showed comparisons of the asscssed 
valuations of 400 pieces of property 
with the sale prices, and showed an 
average assessment at 53.5 per cent 
of the value. 

Schubkegel said the Assessor's 
office should have a card index 
showing all details on buildings. 
Compilation of this index would 
take a year or more, he said, but 
once made, it could be kept up to 
date with the co-operation of the 
building department. 

Graded Property Values. 

He said that in Cleveland and St. 
Paul, a committee of real estate 
and building experts is formed, 
which selects the most valuable 
area of the city, and with this 
area representing 100 per cent. 
grades the iess valuable areas in 
their relative worth. This gives a 
starting point for tentative assess- 
ments, which are revised through 
the process of district meetings 
with property owners. 

The, 23 district assessors em- 
ployed here, Schubkegal said, can- 
not be fully acquainted with the 
values in their districts, in the ab- 
sence of a card record. He cited 
the number of city blocks, 6000, 
and 148,880 individual pieces of 
property, as showing the difficulty 
of the present officials’ task. 

The special committee of the 
Board of Aldermen was appointed to 
recommend any changes. needed for 
establishing a uniform assessment 
system, in the interest of the smal! 
home owner. Investigations such 
as that of the Bureau of Municipal 
Research have shown that the as- 
sessments on residence property, 
while not uniform, are usually at a 
lower percentage of value than as- 
sessments on business property.

period.”’

How Wealth Is Concentrated. 
fo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ECRETARY HYDE and his cohorts, 


who are busy ridiculing the idea of 
wealth concentration, must be reading 
fairy tales for their statistics. If figures 
don’t lie, here are a few of them for 
Hyde to Jaugh off—if he can. 

The Bureau of Applied Economics 
states that four major interests control 
90 per cent of United States’ electricity. 
The Morgan-Mellon group alone con- 
trols over 50 per cent of power, which 
comprises control in 18 states. 

In Labor of April 28, 1931, the 
statement is made that in 1930 the 
value of all metals mined in the United 
States was $985,000,000. In 1929 the 
net income of 504-men was $1,185,- 
000,000. In other words, 504 favored 
few had about $200,000,000 to spend for 
knick-knacks over the total value of all 


MR. HOOVER STANDS PAT. 
/ hat the United States, as recently charged by 
Prof. Taussig of Harvard, is governed by a system 
rather than a party, was abundantly proved in Mr. 
Hoover's speech of last night at Indianapolis. 

The President spoke for the system. He scouted 
every suggestion for a special session of Congress, 
for revision of the tariff, for a flexible program of 
public works and for industrial planning in the 
United States. Whether the 1208 economists who pro 
tested against the Hawley-Smoot law when it was in 
the making; or the liberal men in the Senate who 
think the Government should do something about the 
grave condition of unemployment; or the industrial- 
ists who believe that we have overdone the tariff 
racket: or the numerous and eminent people who, 
like Senator Couzens, Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
Daniel Willard, Samuel Untermyey and Robert S. 
Brookings, are in doubt of the continued workable- 
ness of some of our practices; or those who, like 
Col. Hugh Cooper and John Bassett Moore, think we 
have much to gain and nothing to lose by free inter- 
course with Russia—they are all one to Mr. Hoover. 
He disagrees with them all. He stands pat. 

Indubitably, some of the palliatives suggested are 
the nostrums Mr. Hoover says they are. It is also 
likely that a good many people have- not been as 
cheerful as they might have been; but to brand them 
as not being the good citizens they might be is un- 
sportsmanlike,.just as his statement that the na- 
tional psychology can either make or unmake us is 
laughable. The condition of the country is much too 
serious for such twaddle as that those who suggest 
remedies have no better motive than to make political 
capital against the administration. The best answer 
to that outcry is Senator Morrow’s criticism that if 
one takes credit for rain one must expect to be 
blamed for drouth. 

The vital thing at the moment is whether Mr. Hoo- 
ver’s suggestion that the country should do nothing 
and can do nothing that would help is any better or 
as good as some of those made by people at whom he 
scoffs. He says we are where we are because of the 
war; but he also says thatthe system pulled us out 
of a depression in 1921, when the world was in even 
worse shape than itis now. This is merely optimism, a 
dangerous provender for the unemployed next winter. 
Nevertheless, his is the power. It is impossible to 
act upon any suggestion for relief with which he dis-

He took 
an excursion into the future which, in the light of 
subsequent events, is a sorry comment on his eco- 
nomic insight..He said: 

We in America today are néarer to the final 
triumph over poverty than ever before in the his- 
tory of any land. The poorhouse is vanishing 
from among us. We have not yét reached the 
goal, but given a chance to go forward with the 
policies of the last eight years, and we shall soon 
with the help of God be ih sight of the day when 
poverty will be banished from this nation. There 
is no guarantee against poverty equal to a job for 
every man. That is the primary purpose of the 
economic policies we advocate. 

It need hardly be said that, if a job for every man 
is the primary purpose of the economic policies 
éspoused by Mr. Hoover, those policies have sadly 
failed. Mr. Hoover's grandiloquent optimism of 1928 
may be explained by the fact that he was in a vote 
getting campaign, but his continued assurances éver 
since 1929 that conditions are improving, and that 
all we have to do is have confidence and “hold on,” 
show him to be a poor prophet and an incompetent 
judge of economic tendencies.

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THE DOLE IN DETROIT. 

The fact that a clerk in Detroit's Department of 
Public Welfare embezzled $207,000 before discovery 
ended his luxurious career lends color to the charges 
that that city’s relief program has been loosely man- 
aged, that many of the beneficiaries are rank im- 
postors, that much of the money of the heavily bur- 
dened taxpayers has been wasted. How much truth 
there may be in such criticism “we are, of course, un- 
able to say. When it is remembered, however, that 
Detroit’s unemployment relief budget runs over $1,- 
000,000 a month, the stealings of the faithless clerk, 
deplorable though they be, dwindle down to something 
of an inconsequential detail. Certainly the evidence 
warrants no true bill against the city’s administra- 
tion on the counts of negligence or incompetence. 

It is generally accepted that Detroit, as a one-in- 
dustry town, has been the hardest hit of any of our 
large cities by the business depression. Mayor Murphy 
has faced a most difficult situation, In order to un- 
derstand just what the situation was, Mr. Murphy, on 
assuming office last September, organized. an unem- 
ployment committee whose duty it was to register 
and, where possible, to find work for the jobless. This 
registration, on April 19, carried a total of 112,282 
families, or between 175,000 and 225,000 persons, out 
of work. Employment had been found in the mean- 
time for only 23,926, while the number of unemployed 
has been increasing since April at the rate of 600 a 
week. : 

In the matter of relief, Detroit is credited with hav- 
ing done more than any other American city. One 
of Mayor Murphy’s first official acts was to enlarge 
the Public Welfare Bureau. The office was largely 
staffed with experts and trained field workers were 
brought in from other cities. The needy were helped. 
A family in distress had only to show they were bona 
fide residents of Detroit. In January—the peak month 

7,312 families, or 190,000 persons, slightly more 
than 12 per cent of the city’s population, were di- 
rectly assisted by the municipality. Expenditures ran 
beyond $1,500,000. 

There is also a Homeless Men’s Bureau, under the 
direction of the executive secretary of the Detroit 
Chapter of the American Red Cross, which has been 
taking care at times of more than 6000 men, at a cost 
of 2214 cents for meals and 15 cents for lodging. 

In a felief problem of such a ‘scale, mistakes, im- 
position and treachery were inescapable, but the fig. 
ures enable us to estimate the true proportion of 
the dishonesty of a clerk whose unfortunate record 
indicates he is more irresponsible than criminal. 

Mayor Murphy's relief program has necessarily 
taxed the city’s resources severely. He has been 
sharply criticised by the business interests and 
roundly denounced by the radical elements. Just the 
same, the Michigan metropolis, the “miracle city” of 
magazine laudation in the heyday of prosperity, has 
thus far come through an ordeal of destitution with- 
out serious disturbance. What might have happenefl 
in Detroit without the dole should in fairness be 
pondered in passing judgment on Mayor Murphy's 
administration. 
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DICK BERRY’S CABIN. 

Put together of Kentucky oak and chestnut felled 
in the clearing roundabout, it stands no larger than 
a prairie corn crib. Dick Berry’s cabin was rude and 
rough, but it was there that Nancy Hanks became a 
June bride 125 years ago. There she and Thomas 
Lincoln stood before the Rey. Jesse Head, a Metho- 
dist circuit rider of the backwoods, to hear the words 
that made them man and wife. The place was near 
Harrodsburg, the oldest Kentucky town, the only 
town of colonial times this side the Alleghenies. Forty 
miles to the west was to be the other cabin, the one 
at Hodgenville. Now the lowly shelter where that 
frontier troth was pledged has likewise become a 
people’s shrine, preserved from the weather in a 
colonial temple. For, as Gov. Sampson of Ken- 
tucky said at the dedication, “Everything that be- 
longs to Lincoln belongs to the nation.” His State 
makes no mistake about Dick Berry’s cabih. It does— 
every splinter of it. 
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ONE MORE LINK. 

Only one link remains to be completed in the Great ' 
Lakes-to-Gulf waterway. The opening of regular 
Federal barge line service to Peoria brings that near 
to realization a hope which goes back 30 years. A& 
the century turned, only men of vision and a philos- 
ophy of optimism could picture the time when the 
greatest group of inland lakes in the world would be 
connected with the longest river system. Numerous 
obstacles loomed ahead, and the passing of years 
has proved that others existed unseen. Opposition by 
powerful interests and lack of governmental foresight 
were handicaps which seemed insurmountable. Now, 
all that is in the past. The Wynoka has towed 457 
tons to Peoria to inaugurate semi-weekly departures 
from St. Louis to Peoria. Secretary of War Hurley 
yesterday dedicated the $600,000 Peoria terminal. 
With these accomplished facts, Major-General Ash- 
burn, executive chairman of the Inland Waterways 
Corporation, can now look ahead to Chicago’s Century 
of Progress Exposition in 1933 when, he says, barges 
will be moving freight the entire distance. Transporta- 
tion in the heart of the nation is near the coming 
of & new day. 
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EUROPE: ARMED CAMP. 

Responding. to a réquest from the League of Na- 
tiots, the United States has made public a complete 
statement of its military and naval strength. So far 
as land forces are concerned, there is a striking con- 
trast between this country and the Powers of Europe. 
Our army consists of 139,957 officers and men which, 
with the reserve, totals less than one-half of 1 
per cent of our population. Italy has active forces 
of 390,834 and a reserve of 5,551,450, or 14.8 per cent 
of the population. France’s active forces total 584,767, 
reserve 5,675,561, or 15.4 per cent. Even Czécho-Slo- 
vakia, Rumania, Jugo-Slavia and Spain have armies 
larger than ours, while Poland’s is nearly twice as 
large. Gen. Bliss said the World War began because 
there were too many fellows running around Europe 
with rifles in their hands.

Hoover’s Public Buildings Bluff’ 


Figures given out by administration invariably exaggerate money available and jobs 
provided by public works program, writer says; Treasury does its best, but delay 
in White House has limited funds and kept red tape in effect; Congress willing 
to help, but bungling and two-year postponement of action are laid to Hoover.

ISREPRESENTATION of the Feder- 
M al Government's contribution to em- 

ployment through its public buildings 
program continues. The Department of La- 
bor told the  Interdepartmental Public 
Buildings Committée that a $10,000,000 con- 
struction project, taking two years to com- 
plete, provides 1000 jobs for men on actual 
construction, with three to five men work- 
ing in fabrication plants for every man 
working on the building itself. Thus a 
$10,000,000 job provides work for an aver- 
age of 4000 to 6000 workers for two years. 
But in estimating the number of jobs giv- 
en by the Federal building program, no ad- 
ministration speaker has ever estimated less 


than 6000 jobs for every $10,000,000 of 
construction. 
Fourth Assistant. Postmaster - General 


John W. Philp told the Bronx Board of 
Trade that the Government is spending 
for construction of public 
buildings outside the District of Columbia. 
The authorized program for buildings and 
sites is $415,000,000. Some $69,000,000 
will be added to this by funds realized from 
the sale of old buildings and sites, which 
can be used for other projects. That makes 
$484,000,000 that can be spent to buy sites 
and construct buildings outside the capital 
in the 10-year program. Mr. Philp, whose 
letters indicate that he has not yet learned 
the difference between an appropriation 
and an authorigation or allocation, got up to 
$504,000,000 by adding $20,000,000 which it 
is estimated the Government will save by 
getting buildings constructed for léss than 
the limit of cost set by law for each project. 
Of course, the $20,000,000 can be twice al- 
located on paper, but it cannot buy land 
twice, give jobs in factories twice, or give 
jobs twice to mechanics and laborers. 
. oo , 

If the sites continue to cost what they 
have been costing, at least $80,000,000 of 
the $484,000,000 will be spent on sites alone, 
Buying >land puts money into circulation, 
but it does not immediately put men to 
work. That leaves from $390,000,000 to 
$400,000,000 to be spent on materials and 
labor—and profits to contractors—during 
the total 10-year program, or 156,000 to 
240,000 man-years, averaging 15,600 to 24,- 
000 jobs a year. i 

If the Treasury realizes its hopes, ex- 
pressed to the Senate Committea on Ap- 
propriations, and spends $85,000,000 on ac- 
tual construction in 1931, jobs will be pro- 
vided for 8500 men on construction work 
and for from 256,500 to 42,500 in factories 
and plants—a total of 34,000 to 61,000 men. 
It has never yet been able to live up to 
its hopes for annual construction. 

The Treasury Department, with its tre- 
mendous job of buying land at reasonable 
rates, selecting sites which will suit the 
ofttimes cantankerous demands of local 


interests selfishly concerned<over the loca-— 


tion of their postoffice buildings, condemn- 
ing sites through the Department of Jus- 
tice, getting that department to work 
promptly on clearing titles to land, is not 
to be blamed for the slowness in actual 
construction. Some hard-working men are 
devoting their best efforts to putting the 
program through as speedily, as fairly, as 
effectively as possible, but they are ham. 


pered by local squabbles over sites or ma- 
terials, and are kept in a constant “‘talk- 
fest” by Congressmen pressing for action 
on pet projects. Until recently they have 
been hampered by lew. 

The administration, however, is definite- 
ly to blame for at least three things: its 
slowness to recognize the need and appro- 
priate more funds, as it did shortly before 
the end of the Seventy-first Congress; its 
failure to recommend the legislation cutting 
red tape in Fedéral building work, which 
was passed at the end of the third session 
of the Seventy-first Congress and might as 
well have been passed early in the second 
session, if not in. the Special session: and 
its repeated misrepresentation of the pro- 
gram actually under way. 

& «@ - 

Worst among the offenders against the 
intelligence of the ordinary observer, by its 
misrepresentation of the program actually 
affective in providing jobs, is the Presi- 
dent’s Emergency Committee for Employ- 
ment. Col. Atthur Woods of the commit- 
tee gave out to the presa at the beginning 
of 1931 “‘progre@s reports’’ on the status of 
the building program in groups of states. 
Examining that report, we find that in 
Maine, fer example, not one project of the 
eight mentioned as a $1,658,600 program 
was under actual construction. The Treas- 
ury had awarded, before the specified date, 
only one construction contract of this group 
in Maine, the contract for excavating the 
ground for the $400,000 addition to the 
Federal courthouse at Portland, the con- 
tract being for $1380. It was not awarded 
until Dec. 10, 1930. 

This test, applied to the entire Mst of 
New England projects in order to see how 
many dollars have been “‘put in the pockets 
of grimy overalls,” as Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce Julius Klein puts it, reveals 
that only $2,890,902 worth of construction 
was under contract in these states during 
1930, and some of ‘the contracts were 
awarded late in the year. This program 
meant work for not more than 1800 work- 
ers, aS a generous allowance. 

Contracts awarded between June 1 and 
Nov. 15, 1930, as listed by Treasury offi- 
clals, involved total limits of cost amounting 
to $41,838,000, but the contract obiigations 
on these amounted to only $21,726,988. Of 
the $41,838,000, purchase of sites had taken 
$6,621,244; $1,284,059 had been reserved for 
Various equipment and minor finishing 
work; $1,268,960 was set aside for contin- 
gencies, leaving a saving of $10,836,809 on 
these projects, which may be used in later 
work. The projects put under contract aft. 
er June 1 last would probably mean 8400 
to 13,000 jobs. During the calendar year 


1930, projects under contract involved lim- 


its of cost amounting to $65,070,000, but 
the construction contracts on these projects 
amounted to only $38,273,893.20. ‘This 
construction provides 15,200 to 22,800 jobs.

HE wicked fierceness of life in 
T post-war New York has been 

hailed as most decadent in his- 
tory. The pio sly proclaimed mo- 
rals have vanished. Every other 
door opens into a speakcasy. Mag- 
nificent hotels house gambling 
hells. Night clubs are gangster 
hangouts. 


Ornate apartment houses are 
often sin-stained sanctuaries. ——— 
and middle age have given lust the 
reins and are driving hard. Yet an 
editorial blast in the 90’s shows 
whither winds were drifting in the 
days we sentimentalize as placidly 
mid-Victorian. In the fervi’ style 
of the era, it reads: 


“All New York is in the midst of 
unbridled gaiety and _ dissipation. 
Splendid carriages with livered 
coachmen and sleek horses, dash 
up and down the avenues, deposit- 
ing their perfumed inmates before 
brilliantly lighted, high stooped 
brown stone fronts.
